(a conſiderable Part of this Metropolis) 
is under no proper Regulation, To 
remedy which Defect, I have drawn 
up the following BILL, which has 
undergone the Examination of moſt 
of the VesTRY-CLERKs theſe laſt 
two Years; and flatter myſelf it 1s 
ſufficiently perfe& to paſs into a Law 
the enſuing Seffions : I hope it will 
meet with your Approbation, and in 
its Execution anſwer the Good in- 
tended. If any thing hereafter ſhould 
occur, ſo as to make Alterations neceſ- 
fary, I will take the Liberty of ſub- 
mittingthe ſame toyour Conſideration.
